In response to the office action dated June 23, 2005, Applicant amends her claims as follows: 
15 I. Please amend the claims as follows: 

1. (Original) A composition for soothing traumatic conditions of the skin comprising: 

a. omega-3 fish oils having a total weight of up to about 3000 mg, consisting of 
gamma-linoleic acid (GLA) in an amount ranging from about 10% to about 40% 
by weight, eicosapentanoic acid (EPA) from molecularly distilled fish oil in an 

20 amount ranging from about 20% to about 60% by weight, and docosahexaenoic 

acid (DHA) from molecularly distilled fish oil an amount ranging from about 20% 
to about 60% by weight; 

b. mixed tocopherols in an amount of up to about 20,000 IU; 

c. lavender oil in an amount of up to about 1 mg; 

25 d. about 120 ml of a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 
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
